Camp Nelson, April A. 
It is very lamentable to see the extent of 
hostility which exists in the white soldier 
towards hfcl noJiwmf WHUfdw In arms, con- 
sidering that the national lpgisirtture and 
the Pret>id^nt, hv proclamation, have given 
the colored soldier his present status in the 
army of the country. All acts of violence 
committed upon him in consequence of 
such ofliuial recognition, are utterly rebel- 
lious and should be punished with severity. 
I am led to make these remarks from fre- 
quent instances of this character. 

<>nthe evening of March 11th several 
soldiers of the bth U, S. Colored Caw, were 
walking near their own camp line, when 
several drunken patrols belonging to an 
old Kentucky cavalry regiment — now near- 
ly out of date — tired several shots at them, 
and hastily decamped in every direction. 
Thfl firing" aroused everybody in camp. I 
with others hastened to learn the MM! Ot 
the firing and shouting, when the tleeing 
forms of the delinquent patrols were seen 
and surmised toW guerrillas who had 
• . n ed their passage into camp. Kvery- 
thing was in commotion aud alarm. Fi- 
nally tbe facts circulated and some investi- 
gation ensued, but to no avail. This after- 
noon a squad of soldiers of the (ith I". S. 
Colored cavalry were guarding a forage 
yard when several ot the patrols "full of 
whisky" rode along the pike, and fired 
upon one of the soldiers getting water from 
I pond between the forage yard and the 
pike. The tiring was so recklessly done 
that a white man belonging to the 11th 
Michigan cavalry was shot in the head but 
not mortally, while the colored soldier es- 
ca|>ed under a number of shots. The pa- 
trols all tied save one. who was wounded 
in the shoulder by the colored soldier. 

Great excitement prevailed— the officials 
promptly arriving, and as the two white 
men were Mag carried to the hospital, one 
white patrol and the colored soldier who 
had merely returned the fierce onslaught 
of the patrols were marched to prison. 

Ignorant and malicious white soldiers 
have jM-rpetrated such crimes against the 
colored soldiers for a long time, almost 
with impunity— now, for the sake of hu- 
manity aud justice, all persons committing 
such offenses, ought to ue punished severe- 
ly. For my part, I cannot see what induce- 
ment can be sullicienUy attractive to the 
colored man in the army; seeing that for 
dM past nine mouths his' status as a soldier 
has superinduced violence against hint, 
tioth from white soldiers, as well as from 
his natural enemies in civil life. 

While on a visit to Louisville recently I 
was shocked by the statement of an officer 
in a colored regiment, that "rarely a day 
passed, uulcss violence, mortal or other- 
wise was done to one or more of his men." 
It is the case here, and ]>ossib]y elsewhere. 
The power of the Government should put 



"Where was Kentucky and what the pail 
she took in this terrible affair," l>e compel- 
led to say : She was the tirst to claim the 
right of neutrality; lirst to propose submis- 
sion to a dishonorable peace, and the last 
to give up the ne^cro. Well, if the Demo- 
crats can draw consolation from a remem- 
brace of these stubborn facts, they are at 
liberty to enjoy it all, for patriots claim no 
part or lot in such business. We draw our 
enjoyment from that other page of our | 
eventful nistory iu which the contest be- 
tween patriots and politicians shall be de- 
picted; already a most brilliant victory has 
been achieved; already have the stoutest 
hearts quailed in the face of current events. 
Already has it been demonstrated that men 
have as good a right to i.e patriots in Ken- 
tucky as in Vermont. Already have dem- 
agogues and small politician's lost their 
prestige, and propose to suit themseles to 
tbe inexorable logic of events. 

There are many other thoughts that have 
forced themselves upon me by reading the 
accounts of two meetings recently, and I 
suppose hastily gathered up, in Ixuiisville. 
The first of colored people, addressed by 
Gen. Palmer, in a strain of patriotic elo- 
quence that will at once commend him to 
the highest consideration of every right 
minded man in the State, and associate- n - 
name with those "who have souls to dare 
that which they have the will to do." In 
doing this < .en. Palmer has nobly vindicat- 
ed the sacred rights of humanity and proven 
to the "white citizens of Kentucky, as well 
as the rest of mankind, that even in Ken- 
tucky," the black man has rights that the 
white man is bound to respect, l^et this 
ball be kept in motion, and let the banner 
of good conscience, which Gen. Palmer has 
so nobly hoisted, be set up all overthe State, 
and the black man with his wife aud chil- 
dren ha invited to rally around it, and let 
us look upon the late proclamation of <Jen. 
Palmer, of liberty to those whom the law- 
has made free as only the shadow of a 
coming event— a procfamation^of "liberty 
throughout the land to all the inhabitants 
thereof." 

In leaving the large and deeply interest- 
ed audience addressed by Gen." Palmer— 
every one of whom doubtless left the house 
feeling that they were better men and 
women than when they met — I look into the 
large and commodious court room where 
politicians have long ruled the multitudes 
who were wont to assemble there. On this 
occasion all efforts to get a large and en- 
thusiastic assembly had failed, and the 
master of ceremonies, seeing that it pointed 
significantly "to tbe handwriting on the 
wall,'' admonished bis friends that the in- 
stitution was dead, and, with tears in his 
eyes and dark sorrow in his heart, urged 



nantly demands full protection for the col- 
ored soldier, and full redress when insulted 
or maltreated. I trust soon to see a benefi- 
cial example made of one of these fellows, 
who are determined to slay or maim those 
on whom the <;<>\ eminent relies to anv ex- 
tent for support and perjietuation. 

I would remark that on the two occasions 
referred to connected with this camp, that 
Lieut. Col. Carpenter investigated the diffi- 
culty with characteristic energy aud inter- 
| est. Doubtless the affair of this afternoon 
will be tally investigated, and justice hon- 
ored.

Letter from Pittsburg.

Pjtt.sbi rg, April 4, 1865. 
Fashion and her laws are almost as inex- 
hornble as the laws of nature, and the 
women of this place seem to bo under more 
obUgatioaa to the laws of fashion than to 
the ten <• oinuiandments. I was fcrcibly 
struck with the idea that lashiou kills more 
women than hard latsjr or sorrow. Obe- 
d.eiic - to fashion kills their physical strength 
and murders their mental capacities. The 
slave to fashion is the most abject slave. 
The slave to labor will live and grow old, 
and see two or three of her fashionable 
mistresses pass away. 

A glance through the "Standard Petro- 
leum Retinery," situated near this city, 
proves to us that it is the most extensive of 
the kind in this country or in Europe. The 
buildings occupy about sixteen acres at 
ground. The proprietors are owners of 
iarge shares in wells Hi Oil creek, iu this 
state. They keep constantly on hand a 
Mock of from twenty to twenty-five thou- 
sand barrels. Their mode of retiniug is 
wonderous. The crude petroleum, after 
having been gauged, is discharged through 
a main to the different reservoirs, and some 
of these are verv large, being 70 feet in di- 
ameter, and M feet deep, and holding 500,- 
000 gallons, or 11,000 barrels each; and be- 
-i ie these there are numerous smaller 
ones, giving a capacity to the establishment 
of storeing about LSjlOO barrels. So pure 
and clear is the oil produced by this refin- 
ery that we could readily see the bottoms of 
the tanks, which are 20 to 30 feet deep. 

The "Oil News" of this week furnishes 
some figures which present the great wealth 
of petroleum. It shows that during the 
year of WM. the export of oil was i»78,305 
barrels, which at its selling price, Mould 
make an aggregate of fiM.iMry.MX). The total 
oil product of 1864 was about 2,000,000 



barrels. This compared with the gold pro- 
duct which was $50,000,000 shows that we 
have a product from oil equal to that ol 
them to submit to their sad bereavement, gold, with a prospect of double the oil yield 
Those tears evidently fell not from peui- the present year.

Letter from Franklin.

Fkanklin, Ky., April5, 1865. 

Kn. Pkkss : We had iu our town last 
night a splendid illumination and torch- 
light procession, with bontires, Roman can- 
dles, skyrockets, tVo., in profusion. The 
whole town, houses, public anoS private, 
public square aud streets, were in a blaze of 
liKht, and the people, officers, soldiers aud 
citizens, in a blaze of digutied, but joyous 
and enthusiastic excitement. 

A company of the 15.3d Indiana infantry, 
commanded by CapU Stewart, are stationed 
here. Capt. Stewart being Provost Mar- 
shal. A portion of the 17th Kentucky cav- 
alry are also at this place, under command 
of Major Lawrence. Major L., with the 
greater portion ot his command were off on 
• scom, engaged in the important dpty of 
huuting and catching guerrillas. These 
detachments of infantry and cavalry have 
lieen located here but a short time. They 
have by their energy and gentlemanly de- 
portment made hosts of friends. The in- 
fantry are engaged in provost, picket and 
local duty, and the cavalry are continually 
seoutingthe country, in order if possible to 
suppress the bands of guerrillas. 

During the illumination of last night, a 
procession was formed, composed of offi- 
cers, soldiers, and loyal citizens, who 
inarched to the step of martial music 
through the principal streets, halting in 
front of the residence of Col. Lanck, the 
member in the Legislature from this coun- 
ty, the Colonel was called for, and respond- 
ed in a brief, but elegant and patriotic 
speech. 

Arriving at the public square, Wm. H. 
James Esq., was called for, and lrom the 
steps of the Court House, addressed the 
crowd for a short time relative to the im- 
portant victories recently achieved by our 
armies, breathing throughout a spirit of 
:ernal fidelity to the Union. 

The very efficient brass band, resident 
here, officiated on the occasion. Every 
thing passed off well. It was a grand time, 
but is only a feeble foretaste of the still 
grander time we intend having, very soon, 
when Lee's army surrenders or is captured. 

I was requested by a resolution to write 
an account of the affair, and have it pub- 
lished in the Press, Journal, and pajKTd of 
Nashville. Will said papers please copy 
this into their columns?

fe The act of Congress, passed on the 3d day 
d March, 1*05, by which the wives and 
children of all colored ^ en who have here- 
tofore enlisted, or who ituiy licrcaftcr enlist, 
in the militar3' service of tbe Government, 
are made free; togethar with Oeneral or- 
ders, No. 10, issued by command of Major 
'ieneral Palmer, enforcing the law in Ken- 
i ucky, has created quite a sensation in some 
lrdes, and may exercise the minds of the 
expounders of the law, in a great many 
CM mm, arising from the total absence of law 
regulating the marriage of slaves, and the 
practical amalgamation so long practised 
in the slave States. 

We have just heard of a case which illus- 
trates theea beta, a ot gro man enlisted in 
the service of the United States last fall, 
having by his first wife— long since dead — 
one child; and by the second— still living — 
two; all, well marked as his own, being of 
the simon-pure African blood. Bat his 

S resent liberal spouse had two other chit- 
ren during their cohabitation, by a u fnte 
man, well marked, being well mixed with 
the pure Anglo Saxon blood. The decision 
upon this, not very rare ca.se, was this: that 
the child by the first wife was free; that the 
two by the last wife were free; but that tbe 
white man's children, the Anglo Saxon 
stock, V8M still slaves, the law having been 
passed for the benefit of colored men only. 
Let white nieu beware how they amalga- 
mate hereafter, and let the law-makers 
speedily pass an act for the benefit of these 
imalgamating white men.

Passed at the Second Session of the Thirty- 
tV * fW CongrcM. 
[Public— No. 5!».] • • 
A \ Act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the army lor the year ending 
thirtieth June, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six. 

lie it enacted by the HenaU and Home of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica i?i Congress assembled, That the follow- 
ing sums be, and the same are hereby, ap- 
propriated, out of any money in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, for the sup- 
port of the army for the 'year ending the 
thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six: 

For expenses of recruiting, transportation 
of recruits, and compensation to citizen 
surgeons for medical attendance, three hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

For bounties and premiums for the en- 
listment of recruits for the regular army, 
three hundred and lifty thousand dollars. 

For pay of the army, ten million dollars. 

For commutation of officers' subsistence, 
one million seven hundrd aud forty-seven 
thousand three hundred and twenty-four 
dollars. 

For commutation of forage for officers' 
horses, one hundred and four thousand six 
hundred dollars. 

For payments in lieu of clothing for offi- 
cers' servants, eighty-two thousand seven 
hundred and sixty dollars. 

For payments to discharged soldiers lor 
clothing not drawn, one hundred and fifty 
thousaud dollars. 

For pay of volunteers, two hundred rail- 
lion dollars. 

For subsistence in kind for regulars, vol- 
unteers, and drafted men, ninety-two mil- 
lion seven hundred and eighty-two thou- 
sand and forty-three dollars and seventy 
cents. 

For the regular supplies of the quarter- 
master's department, consisting of fuel for 
tbe officers, enlisted men, guards, hospi- 
t <ls, storehouses, and offices; of forage in 
kind lor the horses, mules, and oxen for 
the quartermaster's department, at the sev- 
eral posts and stations, and with the armies 
in the field; for the horses of the several 
regiments of cavalry, the batteries of artil- 
lery, and such companies of infantry as 
may be mounted, and for the authorized 
number of officers' horses when serving in 
the field and at the outposts, including bed- 
ding for the animals; of straw for soldiers 
bedding, and of stationery, including blank 
books for the quartermaster's department, 
certificates for discharged soldiers, blank 
forms for the pay and quartermaster's de 
partments; and for the printing of division 
and department orders and reports, fifty 
million dollars. 

For the incidental expenses of the quar- 
termaster's department, consisting of post- 
age on letters and packages received and 
sent by officers of tbe army on public serv- 
ice; expenses or courts martial, military 
commissions, and courts of inquiry, includ- 
ing the additional compensation of judge 
advocates, recorders, members, and wit- 
nesses, while on that service; under the act 
of March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
two, extra pay to soldiers employed, 
under the direction of the quartermaster's 
department, in the erection of barracks 
quarters, storehouses, and hospitals; in the 
construction of roads, and on other constant 
labor, for periods of not less than ten days, 
under act* of Mejuh second, eighteen huV 



dred and nineteen, and August fourth, 
eighteen hundred and fifty-four, including 
those employed as clerks at division and 
department headquarters; expenses ol ex- 
presses to and from the frontier posts and 
armies in the field; of escorts to paymasters 
and other disbursing officers and to trains 
where military escorts cannot bo furnished; 
expenses of the interment of officers killed 
in action, or who die when on duty iu the 
field, or at posts on the frontiers, or at other 
posts and places wheu ordered by the Sec- 
retary of War, and of non-commissioned of- 
ficers and soldiers; authorized office furni- 
ture; hire of laborers in the quartermaster's 
department, including the hire of interpre- 
ters, spies, and guides for the army; com- 
pensation of clerks to officers of the quar- 
termaster's department; compensation of 
forage and wagon masters, authorized by 
the act of July fifth, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-eight; for the apprehension of desert- 
ers, and the expenses incident to their pur- 
suit; and for the following expenditures re- 
quired lor the several regiments of cavalry, 
the batteries of light artillery, and such 
companies of infantry as may be mounted, 
viz: the purchase of traveling forges, black- 
smiths' and shoeing tools, horses and mule 
shoes and nails, iron and steel for shoeing, 
hire of veterinary surgeons, medicines for 
horses and mules, picket ropes, and for 
shoeing the horses of the co ps uamed; also, 
generally, the proper and authorized IB- 
; enses tor the movements aud operations 
of an armv not expressly assigned to any 
other department, ten million dollars. 

For the purchase of cavalry and artillery 
horses, twenty-one million dollars. 

For transportation of officers' baggage, 
live hundred thousand dollars. 

For transportation of the army, including 
the baggage of the troops when moving, 
either by land or water; of clothing, camp 
and garrison equipage, from the depots at 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, aud New York to 
the several posts and army depots, and 
from those depots to the troops in the field; 
and of subsistence stores from the places of 
;>urchase, and from the places of delivery 
under contract, to such places as the cir- 
cumstances of the service may require 
them to be sent; of ordinance, or ordinance 
-tores, and small arms, from founderies 
and armories to the arsenals, fortifications, 
frontier posts, and army depots; freights, 
wharfage, tolls, and ferriages; for the pur- 
chase and hire of horses, njues, oxen, and 
harness, and the purchase and repair of 
wagons, carts, and drays, and of ships, and 
other sea going vessels, and boats required 
for the transportation of supplies and for 
gartison purposes; for dravage and cartage 
at the several posts; hire of teamsters; tran- 
sportation of funds for dio pay and other 
ijsbursing departments; the expense of 
sailing public t ansports on the various 
rivers, the Gall ' ot Mexico, and the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific; and for procuring water at 
such posts as, from their situation, require 
it to bo brought from a distance; and for 
clearing roads, and removing obstructions 
from roads, habors, and rivers, to the extent 
which may be required for the actual ope- 
ra! ions of the troops in the field, thirty 
million dollars. 

For hire or commutation of quarters for 
officers on military duty; hire of quarters 
for troops; of storehouses for the sale keep- 
ing of military stores; of grounds for .sum- 
mer cantonments; for the construction of 
temporary huts, hospitals, and stables, and 
for repairing public buildings at established 
posts, five million dollars. 

For heating and cooking stoves, one huu- 
Ired thousand dollars. 

For constructing and extending the tele- 
graph for military purposes, and for ex- 
penses in operating the same, five hundred 
iiousand dollars. 

For supplies, transportation, and care of 
prisoners of war, one million dollars. 

For clothing for the army, camp and gar- 
rison equipage, and for expenses of offices 
ind arsenals, fifty million dollars. 

For contingencies of the army, four hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

For the medical and hospital department, 
six million dollars.

office, two thousand eight hundred dollars. 

Skc. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
to supply a deficiency in the appropriations 
■or the current fiscal year, for ordnance, 
in. mce stores, and supplies, including 
the purchase and manufacture of arms, ac- 
coutrements, and horse equipments for vol- 
unteers and regulars, the sum of seven 
millions of dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Sir, S, Ami be. it further enacted. That 
front and after the first day of March, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-five, and dur- 
ing the continuance of the present rebel- 
lion, the commutation price of officers' sub- 
s stonce shall be fifty cents per ration : Pro- 
oided, That said increase shall not apply to 
he commutation price of the rations of any 
officer above the rank of brevet brigadier 
general, or of any officer entitled to com- 
mutation for fuel or quarters. 

EM. 4. And b.e U further enacted, That 
all officers of volunteers now in commis- 
sion, below the rank of brigadier general, 
who shall continue in tbe military service 
to the close of the war, shall be entitled to 
receive, upon being mustered out of said 
service, three mouths' pay proper. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That 
commissioned officers of the army, serving 
in the field, shall hereafter be permitted to 
purchase ratioua for their own use, on 
credit, from any commissary of subsistence, 
at cost prices, aud the amount due for ra- 
tions so purchased shall be reported 
monthly to the Paymaster General, to be 
deducted from the payment next following 
such purchase. Aud the Secretary of War 
is hereby directed to issue such orders and 
regulations as he may deem best calculated 
to ensure the proper observance hereof. 

Skc 6. And be it further enacted, That 
the Secretary of War is hereby authorized 
and directed to cause tobacco to be fur- 
nished to the enlisted men of the army at 
cost prices, exclusive of the cost of trans- 
portation, in such quantities as they may 
require, not exceeding sixteen ounces per 
month, and the amount due therefor shall 
be deducted from their pay in the same 
manner as at present provided for the set- 
tlement of clothing accounts. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That, 
in addition to the amount hereinbefore ap- 
propriated for the pay of the army, the sum 
of thirty-six millions of dollars is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in the Trea- 
sury not otherwise appropriated. 
Approved, March 3, 1865.

THE EXPERIMENT . OF FREEDOM. 

The Democrat contrives every once in a 
while to dig up from some obscure or 
doubtful source a statement made by some 
malcontent in rebel regions where our flag 
prevails, and freedmen abound, respecting 
the failure of free labor amongst blacks. 
And the editor then announces, with a 
frown and a growl, and much strut^ of as- 
sumed wisdom, that the negro will not 
work without the coercion which can only 
be applied to him in a state of bondage. 
One of the grumbling ex-planters of Lou- 
isiana writes to the New York World a long 
account of the workings of the semi-free 
system of that State, inau gurated by Gen- 
eral Banks. The ex-planter complains 
that it is a failure. He comes out at the 
end of the year in debt. The 
steal from him. They coat more 
and produce less. The Democrat quotes 
largely from this man's report, and then 
says, with an eje catlicdra flourish : 

No experiment was ever more thoroughly 
tried, or was ever so complete and thorough 
a failure, as the one which Kentucky is 
called upon to repeat. 

We will not stop to discuss the details of 
the Louisiana system now. It is but 
a provisional one, and has some of 
the spirit and a good deal of the 
form of the old system of slavery. We 
don't exactly believe in it, and we think It 
would break down just by reason of its 
mongrel charaeter, even if its supercedure 
by universal and absolute freedom to all 
the inhabitants of the land were not immi- 
nent. But it is not by any means the 
Louisiana system that Kentucky is called 
on to imitate. It is the Maryland and Mis- 
souri system. It is the system which is to 
some extent practically in vogue in this 
I ity. It is simply to takeoff coercions and 
systems of management, and let the negro 
work out his own salvation as other folks 
have te. Now this kind of an experiment 
,.s sutccrdhiy; beyond the expectations of a 
majority of those who were friendly to 
making the trial of it, it is succeeding. It 
is reckless and dishonest to deny this. 

Notwithstanding the few months that 
bafO elapsed since the experiment was be- 
gun, the advantage of freedom as a stimu- 
lus to labor is exhibiting itself in a marked 
We have given repeated evidences 
of this, in tbe statements of competent, ju- 
dicious and disinterested witnesses, who 
have taken careful and most diligent pains 
to investigate the whole question. 

This one fact alone is greatly to tho point, 
and is one that cannot be cavilled away or 
blinked out of sight, by the most dull-eyed 
and malignant of copperheads, namely, 
real estate went up iu value forthwith ou 
the accomplishment of emancipation in 
Maryland and still advances. But when a 
man affirms that the experiment ol giviag 
freedom to the negro "has been thoroughly 
tried," he either dont know, or dont care 
what he is talking about. 

Tbe experiment of holding him iu bond- 
age, in a vast and swiftly-growing republic 
has been tried, and tho loyal inhabitants of 
that republic don't care to see it repeated. 
They are resolved to at least make the trial 
of something else. It is plain that they 
can't do worse for the safety of the nation. 
It is plain also th> t the attempt to reinstate 
slavery now would be sheer madness as 
well as a crime. Tbe tide of public feeling 
against it is ebbless. And all manner of 
influences, and agencies, now, including 
opposition itself, do but deepen the flow 
and add to the momentum of that tide. 
Talk about Kentucky trying the experi- 
ment of freeing her slaves! The slaves 
are practically freeing themselves. There is 
not a large slave-owner in the State but has 
to make terms with his negroes in 
order to retain their labor. And just 
because they are practically free, 
and nominally slaves, they are growing in- 
creasingly troublesome. The discomforts 
and irritations of this condition will steadily 
augment. Slaves, finding their masters 
powerless to hold thorn, and yet not mag- 
nanimous enough to give them their free- 
dom frankly and manfi Uy, or promise it 
to them, will deliberately inflict all the pin- 
pricks of torture tlieir ingenuity can de- 
vise. Such conduct is not perhaps accor- 
ding to grace, but it is according to nature. 
And it will be well for the pro-slavery men 
of Kentucky, when they ascertain and ac- 
knowledge and act upon the fact that the 
negro has an extensive amount of human 
nature in him. The attempt to conserve 
slavery in this State is nothing less than 
sheer boobyism. It is a fool's job. The prac- 
tical question is not whether we shall try 
the experiment of emancipation, but 
whether we shall try the experiment of a 
little common sense in regard to this busi- 
ness. And by promptly accepting the in- 
exorable logic of events, check the wasting 
ebb of our prosperit}', and regain the re- 
spect find sympathy of our sister States, 
which have been for a twelvemonth rapid- 
ly waning. 

Kentucky is now declining in prosperity. 
Capital and labor are leaving her every 
day. Do the long-eared advocates of slave- 
ry know this fact? It is a state of things 
that nothing but the complete wiping out 
of the institution will put a stop to. The 
enterprise upon which Kentucky must de- 
pend for the restoration, aud additional de- 
velopment of her prosperity will continue 
to withdraw from her borders, and keep 
aloof, until she is in name and indeed free. 

Kentucky is now sinning against light 
with exceeding fool-hardiness. We some- 
times think that she is doomed by way of 
expiation for such an offense to be made 
an example of, and to slump down into the 
very depths of inanition and self-contempt.

undoubtedly as soon as he reached tub oUfl 
Obi age Of twenty-four. Full „f mental 
power, of extraordinary gifts, ol iudomita 
ble courage, of sleepless energy, he stood 
before the people, the very inc.u nat ion ol 
power. He loathed the followers of the Nai 
ateneas Ce lowest and vilest of the earth, 
and be says he \oted for their invito Vet 
in a brief space of lime ho deliberately 
turns his back upon all the paths of earthly 
ambition, upon the highest of human hon- 
ors, upon wealth, and repute among his 
countrymen, takes his place among the 
despised, persecuted, scorned Christians, 
rather than "kick against the gods" any 
longer. No one knew better than he did 
the awful precipice from which he was 
about to fall, so far as the public opinion of 
His people was concerned. From the pin- 
nacle of Jewish grandeur he was about to 
descend to the lowest abasement.

be paid to the following persons, to-wit: 
first, to the widow of such deceased soldier, 
if there be one; second, if there be no 
widow, then to the children of such deceas- 
ed soldier, share and share alike; third, if 
such soldier left neither widow, nor child 
nor children, then and in that case such 
bounty shall be paid to the following per- 
sons, provided they be residents of the 
United States, to-wit : first, to his father, or 
if he shall not be living, or has abandoned 
"*ie support of his family, then to the mother 
I such soldittr; and If there be neither 
• mother as aforesaid, then such 
-hall be paid to the brothers and 
i of the deceased soldier, resident as 
aforesaid.

GRANT'S PURSUIT. — CONTINUED FROM 
FOURTH PAIli: 

The whole army in the morning moved 
Ave miles on the road to Dantonville. In 
the forenoon the 2d and 5th corps succeeded 
in falling upon GordaU's corps, guarding 
Lee's aim in the vicinity of Dantonville, 
stampeding a part of it and making many 
captures of men and material. 

Gordon took up one position after another 
ou the hill tops, and succeeded in retarding 
our pursuit to a limited extent. 

Refugees and deserters stated that tho 
rebel army was falling to pieces. A refu- 
gee also said trains were running from 
Richmond to Danville all day, and that 
Jeff. Davis and his cabinet reached there in 
the afternoon, and were taken to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Sutherland. This refugee 
says Beauregard telegraphed that Stone- 
man was ou the Danville and Greensboro 
railroad, tearing it up between those two 
places. 

bherridan's cavalry. 
The Herald's correspondent from the cav- 
alry recounts the movements of this arm 
of the service. In the pursuit of Lee their 
rear gafJHMl was overtaken. They number- 
ed 320, strongly entrenched across Namo- 
zine creek, having destroyed the bridge, 
and felled trees across the road to impede 
pursuit. On advancing, the enemy 
opened fire, which we returned with vigor. 
They were finally shelled from their posi- 
tion. 

A number of men were at once dismount- 
ed, the obstiuctions removed, and the com- 
mand crossed. Evident demonstrations on 
the part of the enemy were at once met 
with. The road was strewn with all sorts 
of munitions and debris. Cannon and am- 
munition were discovered secreted in the 
woods. 

Pushing on, Barringer's brigade of cav- 
alry was soon encountered by our 2d bri- 
gade, Colonel Wells commanding. The 
rebels scattered like sheep on being fired 
on. In this charge, Lieutenanant Custar, 
brother of the General, got detached from 
the command, but came in with a rebel 
battle-flag and fourteen Job tin vs. 

The 3d brigade, about the same time, 
overtook the rebels near Dennisville, 
spreading on each side of the road. Our 
men went in under the wildest excitement. 

Gen. Custar seeing that unless we covered 
more ground with our cavalry many more 
rebels would escape, sent bacn and hurried 
up the 1st brigade. 

Several miles were thus passed and many 
rebels and arms gathered in. Finally the 
rebels rallied to make a stand. Our caval- 
ry formed for a charge, when a strong force 
Ot rebel infantry was discovered in the 
rear. Our men fell back slowly, when 
they were reinforced and the rebels driven 
back again, and foliowed closely till night 
r et in. 

The rebels were driven 22 miles and rout- 
elat all points, and lost men, artillery, 
wagons, Ac. Our whole loss was not over 
fifty. 

On t!ie 4th the inarch was resumed, and 
eontinued till the P. M., when the enemy 
were overtaken and skirmishing ensued, 
which continued till night.

The President re- 
tired amid huzzas, the tune ol Columbia, 
and the firing of cannon. 

IN NASIIVILLK.
